Boston  College  has  always  been  avowedly  a 
Catholic  college,  founded  to  provide  for  the 
higher  education  of  Catholic  young  men  and 
dedicated,  not  alone  to  the  advancement  of 
learning,  but  also  to  the  diffusion  of  Catholic 
culture.

Actually  the  graduates  of  the  College  of 
rts  and  Sciences  and  the  School  of  Business 
ceived  their  degrees  on   Sunday  July  23,    in 

Mary's  Chapel.  32  out  of  a  class  that  num- 
:red  600  in  Freshman  year  graduated  1  1 
onths  ahead  of  time  under  the  accelerated 
ogram. 

In  his  address  Bishop  Cushing  said  in  part: 

"Your  education,  your  philosophy  of  life  is 
)t  only  the  way  to  eternal  happiness,  but  also 
e  way  to  peace  on  earth,  between  man  and 
an  and  between  nation  and  nation.  It  is 
e  blue-print  of  a  perfect  life  from  a  Divine 
rchitect.     You  have  a  duty  before  you.     You 
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must  so  act  that  the  world  will  accept  your 
kind  of  education  and  adopt  your  philosophy. 
That  education  is  in  danger  —  not  only  from 
false  theories  in  the  world  around  it  but  also 
from  complacency  within.  To  preserve  it  you 
must  practice  it.     You  must  live  it. 

"You  have  no  right  to  sit  on  the  side-lines 
in  pharisaical  smugness  while  graduates  of 
secular  colleges  tackle  the  problems  of  society. 
You  know  the  signals,  you  have  the  training, 
you  must  go  into  action  or  you  will  be  traitors. 
You  have  no  right  to  wait  for  orders;  your  or- 
ders have  come  with  these  diplomas  —  you  are 
to  lead  the  way  to  the  victory  of  justice.  That 
philosophy  of  yours  is  not  a  decoration,  it  is 
a  weapon;  and  you  have  orders  to  go  ahead 
and  use  it.     May  God  be  with  you. 

"But  remember  you  cannot  keep  what  you 
have  received  from  your  Alma  Mater  unless 
you  live  it.  She  graduates  you  as  her  ideal  of 
educated  men.  You  will  fail,  not  in  so  far  as 
you  do  not  rise  to  this  or  that  worldly  pinnacle, 
but  in  so  far  as  you  do  not  build  your  lives 
according  to  the  plan  of  God,  in  so  far  as  you 
miss  the  supreme  objective  of  life,  holiness; 
not  for  selfdecoration,  but  holiness  as  a  means 
to  an  end,  the  end  being  union  with  God,  the 
realization  of  His  Kingdom  and  the  accom- 
plishment of  His  will.  This  is  the  will  of  God: 
your  sanctification.  That  is  the  goal  of  your 
education. 


ON  THE  HEEGHTS 

$S>  With  the  resumption  of  classes  for  many 
of  the  students  on  August  21  several  changes 
were  noticed.  On  the  front  cover  is  a  picture 
of  three  moving  vans  before  St.  Mary's  Hall. 
The  answer  is  that  the  Jesuits  moved  back  into 
it  after  living  in  houses  in  the  neighborhood 
of  the  campus  since  a  year  ago  July  when  the 
Army  came  to  B.  C. 

The  student  body  is  divided  into  five  classes 
and  by  September  25  there  will  be  six  when  the 
new  Freshman  class  enters.  So  after  that  date 
there  will  be  three  Freshman  classes,  two 
Sophomore  classes,  a  Junior  class,  and  no 
Senior  class,  a  situation  caused  by  the  accel- 
erated program.  The  present  tendency  how- 
ever, is  towards  the  pre-war  schedule.  Appar- 
ently in  the  future  the  Freshman  and  Sopho- 
more years  will  be  accelerated  for  the  benefit 
of  students  affected  by  the  Draft  law  at  the 
age  of  18.  The  Junior  and  Senior  years  will 
probably  be  of  normal  length  for  students  not 
affected  by  the  Draft  law. 

Last  May  there  were  about  250  comprising 
the  student  body,  the  smallest  number  since 
B.  C.  moved  to  the  Heights.  From  now  on  the 
number  should  increase.  This  month  there 
are  about  200  in  school  to  be  supplemented 
by  between  170  to  200  entering  Freshman.  It 
will  be  a  long  while  before  the  normal  enroll- 
ment of  about  1600  is  reached,  but  at  last 
the  pendulum  has  swung  in  that  direction. 

Among  the  faculty  Father  Edward  J.  Sulli- 
van, S.  J.,  comes  to  the  College  from  B.  C. 
High  as  Dean  of  Discipline,  succeeding  Rev. 
William  A.  Shanahan,  S.J.,  who  has  been 
assigned  to  Jamaica.  Father  Sullivan  held  the 
same  position  for  many  years  at  the  High 
School . 

Frs.  Francis  X.  Wilkie,  S.J.,  John  W.  Ryan; 
S.J.,  and  Henry  A.  Callahan,  and  Mr.  George  J. 
McKeon,  S.J.,  are  new  members  of  the  faculty. 

To  Pomfret,  Conn.,  for  tertianship  have  gone 
Fathers  Joseph  L.  Barrett,  S.J.,  Robert  B.  Mac- 
Donnell,  S.J.,  Anthony  Eiardi,  S.J.,  and  James 
W.  Ring,  S.J.  Father  George  Morgan,  S.J., 
has  gone  to  B.  C.   High. 

The  Senior  Class  of  Boston  College  High 
School  is  now  attending  classes  at  the  College. 
One  hundred  and  eighty-five  students  have 
been  transferred  to  the  campus  because  B.  C. 
High  is  overcrowded  with  an  enrollment  of 
1400.  With  the  reduction  in  students  at  the 
College  there  is  ample  room  to  accommodate 
them.  Rev.  Joseph  E.  McGrady,  S.J.,  Assistant 
Principal,  is  in  charge.  The  boys  attend  classes 
on  the  second  and  third  floors  on  the  right  hand 
side  of  the  Tower  Building,  and  in  no  way  as- 
sociate with  the  regular  students.  Teaching 
the  Seniors  are  Fathers  McGrady,  S.J.,  Joseph 
A.  Murphy,  S.J.,  and  James  L.  Foley,  S.J.,  as- 
sisted by  several  members  of  the  College  fac- 
ulty   including    Fathers    Cotter,    John    E.    Mur- 


phy, S.J.,  John  J.  Murphy,  S.J.,  Thomas  B. 
Feeney,  S.J.,  and  Sydney  Smith,  S.J.  Also  on 
the  teaching  staff  are  Messrs.  Quindon,  S.J., 
and  Crowley,  S.J.  Mr.  Andre  de  Beauvivier  is 
the  only  layman.

%j^  The  1944  football  season  opened  on  Sept- 
ember 5  when  about  90  candidates  reported 
to  Coach  Sarno  for  practise.  Visitors  were 
Ensigns  Eddie  Doherty,  '44,  and  Walter  Fitz- 
gerald, '44,  and  the  ever  loyal  rooter,  Father 
Cunningham  of  Dorchester. 

As  the  NEWS  goes  to  press  it  is  too  early  to 
determine  the  quality  of  the  team.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  "Moody"  must  work  fast  to  uncover 
a  quarterback  to  direct  T  plays  in  time  for 
the  game  with  Harvard  on  October  7.  The 
opening  game,  by  the  way,  will  end  up  the 
season  for  Harvard. 

Eddie  Minahan,  formerly  of  the  class  of 
1923,  has  been  engaged  as  assistant  to  Sarno, 
coaching  the  line.  Minahan  first  played  ball 
for  Cavanaugh  in  1919,  later  transferring  to 
St.  Bonaventure's,  whence  he  graduated.  For

John  A.  O'Callaghan,  S.J.,  as  Faculty  Director 
of  Athletics.  Father  O'Callaghan,  who  is  a 
Professor  in  the  Department  of  English,  suc- 
ceeds Father  Ring. 

Graduate  Manager  John  P.  Curley,  '13,  has 
issued  the  following  statement  about  the  pol- 
icy of  the  Athletic  Association   in  wartime: 

"Due  to  the  dislocations  of  war,  the  College 
enrollment  has  decreased  from  1700  to  less 
than  300,  and  of  necessity  the  football  sched- 
ule has  had  to  be  modified.  The  schedule- 
making  has  gone  on,  however,  and  Boston  Col- 
lege is  keeping  close  contact  with  colleges  such 
as  Tennessee,  Alabama,  Georgia,  Tulane,  Ken- 
tucky and  Vanderbilt,  teams  of  number  1  cali- 
bre. In  addition,  the  College  has  been  en- 
deavoring to  form  relationships  with  outstand- 
ing Eastern  teams  such  as  Syracuse  and  New 
York  University,  both  of  which  appear  on  this 
year's  diluted  schedule.  It  is  hoped  that  these 
two  schools  will  remain  as  fixtures  on  the  post 
war  schedules. 

"Holy  Cross,  Fordham  and  Georgetown,  col- 
leges which  year  in  and  year  out  present  first 
class  football  elevens,  and  which  have  attained 
great  popularity  in  Boston,  will  always  make 
up  the  nucleus  of  the  schedules.

%g>>  "Athletics  at  Boston  College,"  by  Nathan- 
iel J.  Hasenfus,  '22,  A.B.,  Ed.M.,  Ph.D.  (The 
Heffernan  Press,  Worcester,  Mass.)  is  the  an- 
swer to  decades  of  prayer  for  an  authentic  his- 
tory of  the  feats  of  Boston  College  men  in  the 
world  of  sport.  This  first  volume  with  355 
pages  and  461  illustrations  covers  football  and 
hockey.  It  should  be  in  the  home  and  on  the 
guest  table  of  every  B.  C.  alumnus  and  under- 
graduate. The  Alumnae  should  want  it  for 
their  sons,  and  the  Subway  Alumni  can  claim 
it  as  documentary  evidence  of  the  money  and 
lung  power  they  have  expended  over  the  years 
in  cheering  the  doughty  sons  of  B.  C.  on  to 
victory. 

Dr.  Hasenfus'  compilation  is  thorough.  I  can 
do  no  better  than  quote  from  Father  Maur- 
ice Dul lea's  Foreword:  "No  item  was  too'  slight 
for  his  notice;  no  research  too  laborious  for  his 
zeal."  It  is  literature,  written  in  cultured,  in- 
spiring English,  that  unconsciously  confers  up- 
on Boston  College  athletes  the  title,  so  richly 
deserved,  of  the  aristocracy  of  sport.  When  I 
dove  through  the  book  my  first  impulse  was 
to  write  Dr.  Hasenfus,  as  I  did,  that  he  had 
caught  and  beautifully  expressed  the  spirit  of 
Boston  College  sportsmanship, — "that  whether 
poor  as  Job's  turkey  or  revelling  in  big  gate 
receipts  and  fat  guarantees,  we  have  always 
given  battle,  the  best  that  is  in  us,  and  have 
never  for  a  moment  wavered  in  our  love  of  the 
game,    football,    hockey,   basketball    or  track." 

There  are  sixteen  chapters,  which  treat  of 
the  development  of  athletics  at  the  College  for 
over  seventy  years,  consecutively,  and  in  peri- 
ods of  particular  climax  and  recession.  The 
men  who  initiated  and  shaped  policies  in  sport 
are  given  their  proper  place  and  praise.  The 
Faculty  policy,  varying  at  times,  is  fairly  pre- 
sented. Between  1 902  and  1 908,  when  ath- 
letics went  into  eclipse,  many  of  us  were  re- 
sentful; we  naturally  felt  that  the  design  was 
to  carry  on  as  just  another  listless  day  school, 
immersed  in  its  books.  But  the  Faculty  faced 
a  condition,  not  a  theory.  So-called  big  minds, 
unfriendly  to  higher  Catholic  education,  ignor- 
antly  cast  doubt  upon  our  academic  qualifica- 
tions. It  was  the  part  of  wisdom  to  confound 
these  critics  by  making  sure  that  athletics  were 
not  the  preoccupation  of  the  student  body. 
Many  years  later,  John  T.  (Terry)  McGovern, 
in  a  survey  for  the  Carnegie  Foundation,  paid 
just   tribute    to  Alma    Mater    for   her   wise    re- 


straint upon  sport.  And  even  when  our  Rector 
shut  down  on  athletics,  President  Butler  banned 
football  at  Columbia  University,  because  play- 
ers and  managers  became  infected  with  the 
notion  that  they  were  immune  from  college 
discipline;  the  game  there  took  the  count  for 
ten  years.  On  the  other  hand,  the  afflatus  of 
athletics  at  B.  C.  for  the  past  thirty-five  years, 
as  in  no  other  American  colleges,  seems  almost 
providential.  Football  became  nationwide  for 
youth  in  all  conditions  and  occupations.  Base- 
ball has  not  waned.  Hockey  and  basketball 
have  had  a   marvelous  vogue. 

There  is  one  chapter  of  Dr.  Hasenfus'  opus 
that  you  will  want  to  read  time  and  again  — 
"All-Time  Boston  College  Football  Games." 
When  life  is  low  it  will  snap  you  back  like  a 
shot  of  old  stimulant.  It  reminds  me  that  in 
1899  James  B.  Connolly,  great  writer,  great 
athlete,  and  great  lover  of  Boston  College,  said 
that  in  football  we  would  live  to  see  Catholic 
colleges  top  the  Big  Four,  Yale,  Harvard,  Prince- 
ton and  Pennsylvania.  The  prediction  seemed 
fantastic.  Yet  in  1919  and  1920  I  sat,  or 
rather  went  out  of  my  mind,  in  the  Yale  Bowl 
as  I  watched  Major  Cavanaugh's  men,  the  ne 
plus  ultra  of  his  coaching  genius,  sweep  down 
the  field,  strike  with  berserk  fury,  and  belt  the 
Blue  into  submission  before  the  frenzied  co- 
horts of  the  Maroon  and  Old  Gold.  Turn  to 
page  231 ,  and  look  at  the  picture  of  that  team; 
the  power,  the  alertness,  the  repose;  and  "Cav" 
sitting  behind  them,  never  more  youthful  and 
happy.  Education!  Why,  when  Andrew  Lang 
was  asked  what  he  considered  the  most  classic 
sight  in  Oxford,  did  he  not  say  that  it  was 
the  Hellenic  grace  of  her  half-mile  runners? 
And  there  are  many  more  eyefuls  throughout 
this  book  to  stir  college  memories,  for  the  au- 
thor has  collected  photos  and  sketches  with  the 
zeal  of  an  archeologist.  Nor  do  I  wish  to  make 
invidious  comparison  in  referring  to  the  1919- 
1920  triumphs.  There  were  great  heroes  be- 
fore and  after,  some  of  them  super  great,  as 
in  the  last  minute  of  play  in  the  Sugar  Bowl  on 
New  Year's  Day  1941;  and  there  were  no 
finer  gamesters  than  the  lads  under  Captain 
Eddie  Doherty  in  1943,  who  battled  Harvard  to 
a  tie  before  45,000  in  the  Stadium,  and  with 
their  gallant  adversaries  won  golden  tributes 
from  the  whole  sports  world. 

The  two  chapters  on  hockey  are  more  than 
absorbing,  and  to  us  of  the  90's,  a  revelation. 
We  had  not  realized  its  epic  importance.  The 
Mighty  Morrissey  Clan,  five  brothers,  look  at 
you  out  of  the  first  page  of  the  story,  and  then 
comes  the  pioneer  group,  with  my  classmate, 
Joe  Loughry;  the  captain  and  "college  publi- 
cist," Jim  O'Connell;  and  all  round  Bill  Lyons, 
now  bene  parochus.  From  that  modest  but  sport- 
ing start  B.  C.  on  ice  went  everywhere,  met 
and  defeated  all-comers  in  the  U.  S.  A.  and 
Canada.

(The  following  are  a  few  observations  by 
Huck  Finnegan,  '25,  who  was  a  correspondent 
for  the  Boston  American  this  summer  in  Europe. 
He  visited  England,  Ireland  and  France  in  his 
travels,   returning  to  this  country  this  month.) 

^J>  It  was  long  before  D-Day,  long  before  the 
advent  of  the  buzz-bomb  when  cur  convoy 
crossed  the  Atlantic.  Submarines  were  still 
en  the  prowl  but  our  destroyer  escort  was  so  ef- 
fective that  the  crossing  was  actually  a  pleas- 
ure   cruise. 

There  were  few  Boston  College  boys  on  our 
troopship,  but  there  was  a  delightful  person- 
ality in  Rev.  Victor  J.  Dossogne,  S.J.,  a  chap- 
lain. Fr.  Dossogne  was  a  Belgian.  As  a  boy 
of  14  he  had  seen  Louvain  University's  re- 
nowned library  destroyed  by  the  Germans.  As 
a  cleric  in  the  Belgian  army  he  had  seen  it  de- 
stroyed again  in  '40.  He  escaped  to  Spain 
when  Belgium  surrendered  in  '40,  came  to  the 
United  States,  taught  history  at  Loyola  (New 
Orleans) ,  became  a  citizen  and  now  was  go- 
ing back,  enthusiastic  in  his  new  mission.  The 
other  Catholic  chaplain  aboard  was  Fr.  Vincent 
J.  Hines,  East  Haven,  Conn.,  who  had  studied 
five  years  in  St.  Sulpice,  France,  and  was  a  lin- 
guist of  note. 

There  was  a  Lt.  Gould  of  Cambridge  and  a 
Lt.  William  Gifford  of  Milford,  who  had  com- 
pleted B.  C.'s  pre-med  course  in  '38  and  now 
was  a  surgeon;  and  an  Edward  Dcnelan  from 
Fitchburg  who  still  had  hopes  of  studying  at 
B.  C.  and  entering  the  priesthood. 

England  was  aquiver  at  the  time,  everybody 
trying  to  guess  the  date  of  D-Day.  All  ground 
troops  were  locked  to  correspondents,  so  to  dig 


out  some  Boston  boys  we  trooped  to  Ireland. 
Charlie  O'Rourke  was  in  Londonderry,  but  be- 
ing accredited  to  the  Army  there  was  little 
chance  to  visit  him.  But  there  was  a  Capt. 
Robert  J.  Brennan  of  Dorchester,  B.  C,  '37, 
who  is  a  physician.  And  en  route  we  met  Col. 
James  H.  O'Neill  of  Chicago,  Senior  Chaplain 
in  Gen.  Patron's  army  who  had  frequented  St. 
Ambrose's  parish  when  attached  to  the  First 
Service  command  several  years  back.  There 
was  a  Corp.  Dave  Merrick,  B.  C,  '41  (brother 
of  the  late  Dr.  Frank,  '27)  and  a  S-Sgt.  Bill 
Miller  who  hoped  to  comnlete  his  B.  C.  course 
under  the  Gl    Bill  of  Righrs. 

The  buzz-bombs  were  raising  havoc  upon 
cur  return  to  London.  Women  and  children 
were  again  sleeping  by  the  thousands  in 
draughty  subways.  The  buzz-bomb,  or  robot, 
is  the  most  lethal  machine  ever  devised  by  the 
sons  of  Mars.  It  spreads  fear  and  destruction 
in  equal  proportions.  We  saw  24  bodies  pulled 
out  of  the  debris  caused  by  one  bomb,  24  by 
another.  Damage  was  tremendous,  because 
London  is  a  vast  area  of  20  square  miles  and 
most  of  the  residences  are  of  the  tenement 
type,  old  brick  structures  probably  centuries 
old.  There  are  no  wooden  houses  in  the  Brit- 
ish  Isles.     There's  no  wood. 

There  was  little  sleep  to  be  had  unless  one 
lived  at  a  hotel  built  as  solidly  as  the  Statler. 
And  there  are  few  of  those  in  London.  The 
famed  Savoy  had  its  windows  blasted  twice  in 
two  weeks. 

So  as  the  officers  on  leave  huddled  at  the  bar 
and  were  sent  basementward  by  the  robots, 
one  and  all  decided:  "Normandy  is  much 
safer."     Which  it  was. 
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In  addition  to  thousands  of  graduates  and  students  in  the 
Armed  Forces  there  are  many  other  with  the  FBI,  Red  Cross,  or 
the    USO. 

At  a  dinner  this  month  at  the  Harvard  Club  it  was  announced 
that  Maurice  F.  Whalen  of  Newton  had  been  appointed  Regional 
Executive  of  New  England  for  the   USO. 

Mr.  Whalen  was  born  in  Newburyport,  graduated  in  1933  and 
has  taken  post  graduate  courses  in  education,  organization  guidance 
end  counseling  at  the  Graduate  School,  Boston  University  Graduate 
School  of  Education,  Fitchburg  State  Teachers  College  and  Harvard 
University.  For  seven  years  Mr.  Whalen  was  educational  advisor 
with  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps.  In  1941  he  was  appointed 
lo  the  staff  of  the  National  Catholic  Community  Service,  a  member 
organization  of  USO,  as  USO  Club  Director  in  Lowell.  His  first 
Regional  Staff  position  was  Area  Representative  in  the  Myles  Standish 
district.  Mr.  Whalen  has  been  serving  USO  as  Associate  Regional 
Executive  since  March,  1943,  and  this  new  position  is  the  highest 
USO   executive  position    in    New   England.

Eugene  J.  Canty,  1940,  Somerville  Lt.  (j.  g.) , 
USNR.  Previously  reported  missing,  he  was 
killed  July  10,  1943,  when  the  U.S.S.  Maddox 
was  sunk  off  Sicily.  His  brothers  are  James 
M.  Canty,  '43,  and  Francis  P.  Canty,  Febru- 
ary,  1943  class,  who<  are  also  in  the  Navy, 

Stephen  J.  Joyce,  1935,  Dorchester,  Ensign, 
USNR.  Previously  reported  missing,  it  is  offi- 
cially announced  that  he  was  killed  in  action 
in  the  South  Pacific,  July  18,   1943. 

John  T.  Gunn,  1944,  South  Weymouth,  Corp., 
USMC.  Killed  in  airplane  crash  in  the  South 
Pacific,  April  20. 

Robert  J.  Larkin,  1942,  Brockton,  Ensign, 
USNR.  Killed  in  airplane  crash  at  Corpus 
Christi,  Texas,  May  25.  His  brother,  Thomas 
F.  Larkin,  '35,  is  a  private  in  the  Army  Air 
Corps  at  Kelly  Field,  Texas. 

Roger  F.  Riordan,  1931,  Law  1935,  Brock- 
ton, Private,  Army.  Killed  in  an  accident  in 
Italy,  June  4,  while  serving  with  the  Sixth  Gen- 
eral  Hospital   Unit. 

Edward  A.  Walsh,  1941,  West  Roxbury, 
Captain,  USMC.  Killed  in  airplane  crash  at 
Newburg,  N.  C,  June  24.  He  had  returned 
to  this  country  after  serving  with  the  Marine 
Air  Corps  in  the  Solomons  where  he  won  the 
Air  Medal  and  Purple  Heart. 

George  T.  Malone,  1943,  Arlington,  Lt., 
Army  Air  Corps.  Killed  in  action  June  21  over 
England.  Presumably  he  met  with  some  mis- 
hap returning  from  Normandy  and  tried  to  get 
bGck  to  England.  Three  days  later  his  brother 
Robert  was  shot  down  over  Ploesti  and  was  a 
prisoner  of  war  in  Rumania  until  released  this 
month.  His  third  brother,  James,  recently 
entered  the  Navy. 

John  T.  Murphy,  1932,  Grod.  School  1933, 
Dorchester,  Lt.  Commander,  USNR.  Died  June 
28  in  the  Southwest  Pacific.  His  brother  is 
Edward  F.  Murphy,  '29. 

Joseph  J.  Murphy,  Bus.  1943,  Somerville, 
PFC,  Army.  Killed  in  action  July  4,  in  Nor- 
mandy.     He  went  overseas  April  4. 

Arthur  H.  McDevitt,   1940,   Dorchester,   Lt., 
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Army.  Wounded  in  action  on  July  6  in  France, 
he  died  on  July   1  1 . 

James  F.  Walsh,  1944,  Cambridge,  PFC, 
Army  Air  Corps.  Member  of  an  Army  ferry 
command.  Private  Walsh  was  killed  at  Ram- 
sar,   India,  July  17,  in  an  airplane  crash. 

David  I.  Calnan,  Intown,  1944,  Cambridge, 
Ensign,  USNR.  Killed  in  Italy,  July  27.  He 
had  previously  engaged  in  the  Anzio  and  Elba 
landings,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  in 
command  of  an  LCT  at  Naples.  In  a  letter  to 
Father  O'Brien,  Dean  of  the  Intown  College, 
written  five  days  before  his  death,  he  said  "Let's 
pray  for  a  just  and  lasting  peace  and  too  that 
God  will  be  merciful  to  those  of  us  who  give  all 
to    perpetuate    that    peace." 

John  L.  Battles,  1943,  Somerville,  Ensign, 
USNR.  Killed  by  a  robot  bomb  in  London  on 
July  8.  He  had  been  overseas  a  year,  and  had 
participated   in  three   invasions. 

John  E.  Eastman,  1944,  Nantasket,  Lt., 
Army.  Killed  in  action  in  Normandy,  July  28, 
two  weeks  after  arriving  in  France. 

William  T.  Barrett,  June  1943  Class,  Mai- 
den, PFC,  Army.  Killed  in  action  somewhere 
in  France,  July  25. 

Raymond  T.  Wardell,  1928,  Natick,  Private, 
Army  Air  Corps.  Killed  in  Italy,  August  5.  He 
went  overseas  in  January,  1943,  and  served  in 
Africa,  Sicily  and  Italy. 

Dr.  Edward  P.  Manning,  1933,  Milton,  Lt. 
Commander,  USNR.  Died  at  Portsmouth,  Va., 
August  21 . 

James  F.  Law,  1939,  Somerville,  PFC,  Army. 
Died  September  7  in  New  York  where  he  had 
been  transferred  after  contracting  a  serious  ill- 
ness in  the  South  Pacific. 

MISSING  IN  ACTION 

James  P.  Carroll,  1940,  Somerville,  1st  Lt., 
Army  Air  Corps.  Reported  missing  over  Ger- 
many since  June  20. 

William  A.  Roddy,  Bus.  1946,  Roxbury,  Sea- 
man 2/c,  USNR.  Missing  in  action  since  the 
invasion  .of  France,  June  20.  His  brother,  Lt. 
Thomas  M.  Roddy,  '39,  USNR,  lost  his  life  on 
the  U.S.S.  Juneau,  in  1942.  Another  brother 
is  Lt.  Luke  J.  Roddy,  '33,  USNR. 

Martin  J.  Gibbons,  Bus.  1945,  Chestnut  Hill, 
Sgt.,  Army  Air  Corps.  Missing  since  May  14, 
while  on  flight  from  Brazil  to  Africa.  When 
his  plane  failed  to  reach  Ascension  Island,  the 
Navy  searched  on  area  of  1,000  square  miles 
for  three  weeks  without  success. 

William  L.  Davis,  1943,  Natick,  Lt.,  Army 
Air  Corps.  A  navigator  with  a  weather  recon- 
naissance squadron,  he  was  sent  to  Europe  May 
1  and  was  shot  down  July  7,  presumably  over 
France. 

William  J.  Burke,  1945,  Brockton,  Sgt.,  Army 
Air  Corps.     An  assistant  engineer  and  gunner, 
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he   was    reported    missing    in    action    over   Ger- 
many on  July  20. 

Francis  A.  Cahill,  1939,  Dorchester,  Lt., 
USNR.  A  naval  aviator,  he  is  missing  in  the 
European  theater,  after  participating  in  the  in- 
vasion and  the   bombing   of  Cherbourg. 

PRISONERS 

Joseph  F.  O'Reilly,  1941,  Brockton,  Captain, 
Army  Air  Corps.  In  the  June  NEWS  he  was 
reported  missing  in  action  over  Germany  March 
IS.  Since  then  the  War  Department  has  an- 
nounced that  he  is  a  prisoner  of  war. 

Patrick  J.  King,  1944,  South  Boston,  Sgt., 
Army  Air  Corps.  Reported  missing  in  action 
over  Germany  in  March,  the  War  Department 
has  announced  that  he  also  is  a  prisoner  of 
war. 

D.  Paul  Toomey,  1937,  Brighton,  Sgt.,  Army 
Air  Corps.  An  aerial  gunner  on  a  bomber,  he 
was  first  reported  missing  in  action  after  a 
raid  over  Austria  July  15.  Later  it  was  an- 
nounced that  he  was  captured  by  the  Nazis. 

James  J.  Duston,  1941,  Roslindale.  Lt., 
Army  Air  Corps.  A  navigator  and  bombardier 
with  the  15th  Air  Force  in  Italy,  he  was  cap- 
tured after  being  shot  down  over  Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

WOUNDED 

Francis  C.  Lyons,  1930,  Newton,  Lt.,  USNR. 
Hit  by  shrapnel  on  "D"  Day  off  the  French 
Coast,  he  was  not  incapacitated  and  remained 
on  duty.  Since  then  he  has  reported  to  the 
Pacific  Coast. 

Richard  J.  Ferriter,  1942,  Allston,  Lt.,  USMC. 
Wounded  in  the  arm  in  action  in  the  Pacific  on 
June  1  5,  he  is  back  on  active  duty.  His  brother 
William,  '36,  is  in  the  Army,  and  Lawrence,  '43, 
is  in  the  Coast  Guard. 

Edward  A.  McDonald,  1942,  East  Boston, 
PFC,  USMC.  Wounded  in  action  at  Saipan. 
His  brother  Thomas  E.,  '41,  is  in  the  Army. 

Edward  J.  Schofield,  1940,  South  Boston, 
Captain,  USMC.  Wounded  in  action  at  Sai- 
pan. Previously  served  at  Samoa  where  he 
was  stricken  with   malaria. 

William  L.  Cullen,  1945,  Medford,  1st  Lt., 
Army  Air  Corps.  Wounded  while  on  mission 
over  Belgium.  Winner  of  the  Distinguished 
Flying  Cross. 

David  J.  Kelly,  1945,  Somerville,  GM  3/c, 
USNR.  Wounded  in  legs  during  invasion  of 
Europe.  He  had  also  participated  in  the  in- 
vasions of  Sicily  and   Italy.
